hooked one of the. langest trout 
that has ever been caught, when 
fishing at Gray's camp at Big 
Bear lake. The oversized trout 
tipped the scales at 10 3-4 
pounds, and was 28 inches long 
and looked more like a salmon 
than a trout, 


The manner in which he | 


caught the fish deserves special 
mention. The trout was caught 
on a four-pound leader, with 4 
twelve-pound salmon egg hook. 

“It took half an: hour to get 
the trout from the time that it 
‘was caught,” according to Mr. 
Savage. “We traveléd a mile on 
the lake with the fish. We got 
out in deep water so as not to 
put too much strain on the line. 
The trout was determined and 
strong, but not violent. '

BUS SERVICE SOON 
T0 SUPPLANT RAIL. 
SCHEDULE ON P.B 


Upland Agent Harry Wright 
Awaits Official Word ag 
To Start of Line 


Although the state railroat 
commission last week approved 
the substitution of bus service for 
most of the rail service on the San 
Bernardino-Los Angeles Pacific 
Electric line, Harry M. Wright, 
local agent, has received no offi- 
cial notice as to when the new 
service will start. 

Plan proposed is for the present 
schedule of ten round trips a day 
between San Bernardino and Los 
Angeles, to be supplanted by four 
round trips by rail, and by eight 
round trips by bus. 

The new bus line will go from 
Upland to Claremont and thence 
to Pomona and over the Garvey 
avenue road to Los Angeles. — 

Ontario which is served 
by a Pacific Electric bus line (fore 
merly known as Motor Transit 
line) between Los Angeles and 
Riverside, will be subject to no 
change in its interurban transport 
tation service.
